In one view be- 
hold a nation Overwhelmed with debt ; her 
revenues wafted ; her trade declinhig ; the 
aflFeftions of her colonies alienated y^ the duty 
of the magiftrate transferred to the foldiery ;

lingly but againft their fellow fubjefls, 
mouldering away for want of the dire£|bion of 
a man of common abilities and fpirit ; and, 
in the laft inftance, the adminiftratlon of 
juftice become odious and fufpeftcd to the 
whole body of the people.

and precifidn which give the moft entire fa- 
tisfadion to all who are obliged to confult 
bim. The reviewing generals, who infped"l 
the array twice a year, have been feledled 
with the g^reatcft care, and have anfwered the 
important tiruft repcfed in them in the moft 
laudable manner. Their reports of the con*- 
ditibn of the army^ are much more to be ere* 
dited tban'diofe of. Junius, whom I do ad- 
vife, to atone for his fhameful afperfions, by 
alkitig pardon of Lord Granby and the whole 
kingdom, whom he has offended by his abo- 
minable fcandals.

your lad night; he is determined to keep 
his advantage. by the help of bis mafk; it is 
an excellent protefllon, k has faved many a 
man from an untimely end. But whenever 
he will be honeft enough to lay it afide, avow 
himfelf, and produce the face which has fo 
long lurked behind it, the world will be able 
to judge of his motives for writing fuch in- 
famous invedives.

Yet, if this in- 
fluence at preferit has done no greater harm 
than the placing Earl Percy at the head of a 
regiment, I do not think that either the righ|:s 
or heft interdlls of the arfny are Sacrificed and 
bctrajcdf^^or the nation undone. .

A 
happy mixture of men of quality with foJ« 
diers of 'fortune is always to be wifhed for. 
But die main point is ftill to be contended 
for, I mean the difcipline and condition of 
the arity, and I muft ftill maintain, though 
contradidlcd by Junius, that it was never

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Kpon a more refpedabl^ footing, as to all the 
efientials that can form good foldiers, than it 
is at prefcnt; Junius is forced to allow that 
our army at borne may be in fome tolerable 
order j yet how kindly does he invite our late 
enemies to the invafion of Ireland, by afluring 
them that the army in that kingdom is totally 
ruined ! (The ccJonels of that army are 
much obliged to him) I have too great an 
opinion of the military talents of the lord 
lieutenant, and of all their diligence and ca« 
,pacity, to believe it. If from fome ftraiigei 
unaccountable fatality, the people of that 
kingdom cannot b^ induced to confult their 
"own feourity, by fuch an effe£iual augmenta- 
tion, as may enable the troops there to ^& 
with power and energy, is the commander in 
chief here to blame ? Or is he to blame, be- 
caufe the troops in the Mediterranean, in 
the Weft- Indies, in America, labour under 
great difHculties from the fcarcity of men, 
which is but too vifiWe all over thc;fe king- 
doms ! Many of our forces are in climates 
tmfavourable to Britiih oonftitutions : their 
lofs is in proportion. Britain miift recruit 
all thefe regiments from her own emaciated 
•bofom, or, more precarioufly, by Cathilicks 
:from Ireland* We arc likewife fubjedf to the

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fatal drains to the Eaft-Ihffies, to Sencgftf, 
and the alarming emigrations of our people 
to other countries : Such depojyulatioh CaA 
only be repaired by a long peace, or by fonie 
fenfible bill of naturalization.

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LETTER VIIL 

TO THE DUKE OF GRAFTON. 

My lord, i8. March, 1769. 

B E F O R E you were placed 
at the head of affairs, it had been a maxim 
of the Englifh government, not unwillingly- 
admitted by the people, that every ungraci- 
ous or fevere exertion of the prerogative 
fhould be placed to the account of the Mi- 
nifter j but that, whenever an aft of grace 
or benevolence was to be performed, the 
whole merit of it fhould be attributed to the 
Sovereign himfelf ♦. It was a wife doftrine, 
my Lord, and equally advantageous to the 
King and his fubjeSs j for while it preserved 
that fufpicious attention, with which the 
people ought always to examine the condufb 
of minifters, it tended at the fame time ra- 
ther to increafe than diminifli their attach- 
ment to the perfon of their Sovereign. If 
there be not a fatality attpnding every mca- 
fure you are concerned in, by what treache-

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ry, or by what excefs of folly has it hap- 
pened, that thofe ungracious a£l:s, which 
have diftinguiflied your adminiftration, and 
which I doubt not were entirely your own, 
ihould carry with them a ftrong appearance 
of perfonal injiereft, and even of perfonal 
enmity in a quarter, where no fuch intereft 
or enmity can be fuppofed to exift, without 
the higheft injuftice and the higheft dis- 
honour ? On the other hand, by what judi- 
cious management have you contrived it, that 
the only afl: of mercy, to which you ever 
advifed your Sovereign, far from adding to 
the luftre of a charader, truly gracious and 
benevolent, fliould be received with univer- 
fal difapprobation and difguft ? I fliall con- 
fider it as a minifterial meafure, becauff? it 
15 an odious one, and as your meafure, my 
Lord Duke, becaufe you are the minifter. 

As long as the trial qf this chairman was 
depending, it was natural enough that go- 
vernment fliould give Him every poffible en- 
couragement and fupport. The honourable 
fervice for which hi was hired, and the fpirit 
with which he performed it, made common ^ 
caufe between your grace and him. The 
. minifter, who by fecret corruption invades 
E 3 the 
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the freedom of eleAkms, and iS^t ruffianf^' 
ifho by open vidtnce deftfoys that frecxiom; 
nr^ embarked in tike fafne bottom. They 
have the f^me interefts, and mutaally feet 
for each other. To 4o jufticc to your 
Grace's humanity, you felt for Mac Quirk 
as you ought to do, and if you had been 
contented to affift him indireftly, without a 
notorious denial of juftice, or openly infult- 
ing the fenfe of the nation, you might hav« 
fatisfted every duty of political fricndftiip, 
without committing the honour of your So- 
vereign, or hazarding the reputation of his 
government. But when this unhappy man 
had been folemnly triedj conviftcd and con- 
demned J — when it appeared that he had 
been frequently employed in the fame fer- 
vicee, and that no excufe for him could be 
dr^wn either from the innocence of his former 
life, or the fimplicity of his charafter, was it 
hot hazarding too muth to interpofc the 
ftrength of the prerogative between this felon 
and the juftice of ffis country* ? You ought 
to have known that an example of this fort

one view, and to fpeak with a ccrfainty con- 
firmed by experience. 

Yet we are to thank your Grace for the 
eftablifhment of a new tribunal. Your in- 
^uifitio pofl mortem is unknown to the laws of 
England, and does honour to your invention* 
The only material objedcion to it is, that. if 
Mr. Foot's evidence was fufficient, becaufe 
he did not examine the wound till aft^ the 
death of the party, much lefs can a negative 
opinion, given by gentlemen who never faw 
the body of Mr. Clarke, either before or af- 
ter his deceafe, authorife ycu to fuperfede 
the verdict of a jury, and the fentence of the 
law. 

Now, my Lord, let me aflc you. Has it 
never occurred to your Grace, while you 
were withdrawing this defperate wretch from 
diat juftice which the laws had awarded, 
and which the whole people of England de- 
manded againft him, that there is another, 
man, who is the favourite of his country, 

whofe' 
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whofe pardon would have been accepted with 
gratitude, whofe pardon would have healed 
all our diviiions ? Have you quite forgotten 
that this man was once your Grace's friend ? 
Or is it to nxurdercrs only that you will ex- 
tend the mercy of the crown ? 

These are queftions you will not anfwer. 
Nor is it neceffary. The character of your 
private life, and the uniform tenour of your

TO HIS GRACE THE DUKE OF GRAFTON. 

M Y L O R D, iq. Aprily 1769. 

1 Have fo good an opinion 
of your Grace's difcernment, that when the 
author of the vindication of your condud af- 
fures us, that he writes from his own mere 
motion, without the leaft authority from 
your Grace, I fhould be ready enough to be- 
lieve him, but for one fata] mark, which 
ieems to be fixed upon evfery meafure, in 
which cither your pcrfonal or your political 

cha- 
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charaScr is concerned.— Your firft attempt 
to fupport Sir William ProSor ended in the 
election of Mr. Wilkes ; the fecond.enfured 
fuccefs to Mr. Glynn. The extraordinary 
ftep you took to make Sir Jamos Lowther 
Lord Paramount of Cumberland, has ruined 
his intereft in that county for ever. The 
Houfe Lift of Dire6l:ors was curfed with the 
concurrence of government ; and even the 
miferable * Dingley could not efcape the 
misfortune of your Grace's pr.otediion. With 
this uniform experience before us, we are 
authorifed to fufpecl, that when a pretended 
vindication of your principles and condud 
in reality^ contains the bittereft reflexions 
upon both, it could not have been v/ritten 
without your immediate direftion and afEft- 
ance. The author indeed calls God to wit- 
iiefs for him, with all the fincerity, and in 
the very terms of a a Irifli evidence, to the hefl 
df his kn 01V ledge a?id belief. My Lord, you 
ihould not encourage thefe appeals to.h:?aven. 
The pious Prince, from whom you are fup-

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pofed to dcfcend, made fuch frequent ufe of 
them in his public declarations, that at laft 
the people alfo found it neceflar3r to appeal to 
heaven in their turn. Your adminiflration 
has driven us into circumftances of equal 

diftrefs ; beware at leaft how you remind 

us of the remedy. . ^ 

You have already much to anfwer for. 
You have provoked . this unhappy gentlemaa 
to play the fool once more in public life, in 
(pite of his years and infirmides, and tofliew 
us, that, as you yourfelf are a fmgular in- 
ftance of youth without fpirit, the man wh& 
defends you is a no lefs remairkable exanlpic 
of age without the benefits of experience!. 
To follow fuch- a writer minutely would, 
like his own psriods, be a labour without 
end. • The fubjecl too has been already diP- 
cuffed, and is Sufficiently underftood. I can- 
not help obferving, however, that, when the 
pardon of Mac Quirk was the principal 
charge againfl: you, it would have been but 
a decent compliment to your Grace's under- 
ftandirtg, to have defended you upon your 
own prihciples. What credit does a man de- 
ferve, who tells us plainly, that the fa6is fet ' 
forth iri the King'^s proclamation were not 

the 
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the true motives on which the pardon wa0 
granted, and that he wiOies that thofe chi-* 
jTurgicai reports, which &r& gave occafion to 
certain doubts in the royal bread, had not 
bc6n laid before his Majefty. You fee, my 
Lord, that even your friends cannot defend 
your a£lions, v^ithout changing your prin- 
ciples, nor juftify a deliberate nieafure of 
government, without cohtradi6Ung the main 
aiTertion on which it was /ounded. 

The convidHon of Mac Quirk bad redu* 
xied you to a dilemma, in which it was hardi- 
ly poi&ble for you to reconcile your political 
intereft with your duty. You were obliged 
either to abandon an a£bive ufeful parttfan^ 
or to prote<^ a felon from public j\Aict^ 
With your ufual fpirit, you preferred your 
intereft to every other confideration ; and 
with your ufual judgment, you founded 
your determination upon the only motives, 
which ihould not have been given to the 
public. 

I HAVE frequently cenfured Mr. Wilkes's 
condu6l, yet your advocate reproaches me 
with having devoted myfelf to the fervice 
of fedition. Your Gr;ice can beft inform 

us. 
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11^ ft* wbieh of Mr, Wilkes's good qtialities 
you firft honoured him with your friendihip, 
or how long if was before you difcovered 
thofe b^xi ones in him, at which, it feems,, 
your delicacy was offended. Remember, my 
Lord, that you continued your connexion 
with Mr. Wilkes lojig srftcr he had been con- 
vidled of thofe crimies^ which you have fiiKe 
taken pains to repirefent in the Uackeft co- 
lours (^ blafphemy md treifon. How un- 
lucky is it, that Hhe £rft inftance you hftve 
given us of a fcrupulous regard to decorum is 
united with the breach of a moral obligation ! 
For my own part, ray Lord, I am proud to 
a0inn, that, if I had been weak enough to 
form fttch a friendfliip, I would never have 
been bafe enough to betray it. But, let 
Mr. W/lkes^s ^hara6ler be what it may, this 
at leaft is certain, that, circumftanced as 
he is with regard to the public, even his 
vices plead for him. The people of Enj^- 
land have too much difcernment to fuffer 
your Grace to take advantage of the failings 
of a private characSler, to eftablifh a prece- 
dent by which the public liberty is affected^ 
and which you may hereafter, with equal 
cafe and fatisfaflion, employ to the ruin of 
' the beft men in the kingdom.— —Content 

your- 
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yourfelf, my Lord, with the many' advan- 
tages, which the unfullied purity of your, 
own charadler has given you over your un- 
happy deferted friend. Avail yourfelf of all 
the urifflfrgivmg piety of the court you- live, 
in, and blefs God that you *^ are not as 
•' other mkti arc ; extortioners, unjuft, adul- 
*'terers, or even as this piilican." In a 
t»rt.yoid of ftelihgy the laws of honour and 
good faith may be violated with impunity, 
and there you may fafely indulge your ge- 
nius. But the laws of England ihall not be 
violated, even by your holy zeal to opprefs a 
finner ; and though you have fucceeded in 
making him a tool, you ihall not make him 
the vi£titn of your ambition.

without choice, trufted without confidence,

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and continued without favour^ be afluiej 
that, -whenever an occafion prefics, you wili. 
be difcarded without even the forms of regrets - 
You will then have reafon to be thankful, if 
you are permitted to retire to that feat 'of 
learning, which, in contemplation of the 
fyftcm of your life, the comparative purity of 
your manners with thofc of their high ftew^- 
ard, and a thoufand other recommencing 
circumAances, Im choftn you to encourage 
the growing virtue of their youth, and to 
prefideover their education. Whenever the 
fpirit of diftributing prebends and bifliopricks • 
fliall have departed from you, you will find 
that learned feminary perfeSly recovered, 
from the delirium of an inftallation, and, 
what in truth it ought to be, once more a 
peaceful fcenc of il umber and thoughtleis 
meditation. The venerable tutors of the 
iiniverfity.will no longer diftrefs your mo- 
<lefty, by propofing you for a pattern to their 
pupils. The learned dulnefs of declamfttien 
will be filent ', and even the venal mufe^ 
though happieft in fiAion, will forget your 
virtues. Yet, for the benefit of the fucceed- 
ing age, I could wiflj that your retreat might

A Great dea!^ of ufelefS 
argutfient might have bech faved, in the po- 
litical conteft, ^ithich has arifen from the 
6xpulfion of Mr. Wilkes, and the fubfc-' 
qucnt appointment of Mr, Luttrcll, if the 
queftion had been once fiated with precifion, 
to the fatisfa6Hon of each party, and clearly 
underflood by them both. But in this, as in 
almoft every other difpute, it ufually happens 
that much time is loft in referring to a mul- 
titude of cafes and precedents, which prove 
nothing to the purpofe, or in maintaining 
proportions, which are either not difputed, 
or, wh6her they be admitted or denied, are 
entirely indiiFerent as to the matter in de- 
bate i 
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bate; until at laft the mind, perplexed an^ 
confounded wrth the endlefs rtibtleties bf 
controverfy, lofes fight of the main queftioa, 
and never arrives at truth. Both parties iii 
the difpute are apt enough to praftife thefe 
difhoneft artifices. The man, who is con- 
fcious of the.weaknefs of his caufe, is'fn-^ 
terefted in concealing it : and, oaj:hc*othcr 
fide, it is not uncommon to fee a good caufe 
mangled by advocates,' who do nottnow the 
real ftrcngth of it. 

I SHOULD be glad to know, for inftaace, 
to whatpurpofe, in the prefent cafe, fo many 
precedents have been produced to prove, that 
the houfe of commons have a right to expel 
one of their own members ; that it belongs 
to them to judge of the validity of eleftions ; 
cr that the law of parliament is part of the 
Jaw of the land * ? After all thefe propo- 
fitions are admitted, Mr. Luttreli's right to 
his feat will continue to be juft as difpUtable 
as it was before. Not one of them' is at pre- 
fent in agitation. Let it be admitted that 
the houfe of commons were authorifed to ex-

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pel Mr. WUkes 5 that they are the proper 
qwrt to ju^jge of ^clions, and that the law 
of parliament 15 aiding upon the people ;

Luttrcll; have or have not truly declared that 
low. To facilitate this enquiry, I would 
have the queftion cleared of all foreign or in- ' 
different matter.

. , • JL S H A L L make you no apo- 
logy for confidering a certain pamphlet, m 
which your late conduct is defended, as 
written by yourfelf. The perfonal intereft, 
the perfonal refentments, and above all, th^t 
wounded fpirit, unaccuftomed to reproach, 
and I hope not frequently confcious of de- 
ferving it, are fignals which betray the au- 
thor to us as plainly as if your name were in 
the title-page. You appeal to the public 
in defence of your reputation. We hold it. 
Sir, that an injury offered to an individual 

is 
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MF mtereftiftg to focietjr. On this principle 
the people of England made common caufe 
wkh Mr. WHlces. On this principle, if you 
ave injured, they lirill join in your refentment. 
1 fhall not follow yoii through the infipid 
fcrm of a third perfon, but addrefs myfelf to 
youdiredUy. 

You feem to think the channel of a pamph- 
let more refpe6^able and better fuited to^ the 
dignity of your caufe, than that of a news- 
papey. Be it fo. Yet if news papers arc 
fcurnlous, you muft confefs they are impar- 
partial. They give us, without any appa- 
rent preference, the wit and argument of 
the miniftry, as well as the abufive dulnefs 
of the oppofition. The fcales are equally 
poifed. It is not the printer's fault if the 
greater weight inclines the balance. 

Your pamphlet then is divided into an 
attack upon Mr. Grenville's chara6ler, and 
a defence of your own.

A CORRESPONDENT of 
the St. James's Evening Poft firft wilfully 
mifunderftands Junius, then cenfureshim for 
a bad reafoncr. Junius does not fay that it 
was incumbent upon DoQor Blackftone t# 
forefee and ftate the crimes, for which Mr. 
Wilkes was expelled. If, by a fpirit of pro- 
phecy, he had even done fo, it would have 
been nothing to the purpofe. The queftioil 
is, n6t for what particular offences a perfon 
may be expelled, but generally whether by 
the law of parliament expulfion alone creates 
a difquallfication. If the afErmakive be the 
law of parliament, Dodlor Blackftone might 
and fhould have told us io. The queftion is 
not confined to this or that particular perfon, 
but forms one great general branch of difqua- 
liiication, to3 important in itfelf, and too ex- 
tenfive in its confequences, to be omitted in

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an accurate work exprelsly treating of the

Thb truth of the matter is evidently thiiv 
Dodor Blackftone, while he was fpeaking in 
the houfe of commons, never once thought of 
his Commentaries, until the contradidion 
was unexpededly urged, and ftardd him in 
Ac fice. Infteacl of defending himfelf upon 
the fpot, he limk unda: the charge, in an 
a^ony of coiifoiion and defpair.

But incapacity in law in this inftance 
muft have the fame operation and effed with 
incapacity in law in every other inftance. 
Now, incapacity of being re-eleSed implies 
in its very terms, that any votes given to the 
incapable perfon, at a fubfequent ele(5lion, 
are null and void. This is its neceflary 
operation, or it has*no operation at all. It is 
vex et prate rea nihiL We can no more h% 
called upon to prove this propofition, than 
we can to prove that a dead man is not 
alive, or that twice two are four. When 
the terms are underftpod, the propofition is 
felf-evident. 

K 3 Lastlv, 
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Lastly, It is in all cafes €ftkse6bh^ tke 
known' and eftablifhod law of the laiid,' 
grounded tijJon the cleareft principles rf rca-*^ 
fon and common fenfe, tfiat if the votes giverf ' 
to one candidate are mill and vt)id, thejr can- 
not be oppofed to the votes ^ven to anodier 
candidate. Thejr cannot affeft the votes of 
fuch candidate at all. As thtf have, dit the 
one hand, no pofitive quality to add or eftab- 
lifli, fo have they, on the other hand, no ne- 
gative one-to fubftraft or deftroy. They are, 
in a word, a mere non-entity. Such was the 
determihatibnof the houfe of common^ in the 
Maiden and Bedford eleaions ; cafes ffridff 
in point to theprefent quefHon, )as faras they 
are meant to be in point. And to fay, thai^ 
they are not in point, in all circumftanccs, in 
thofe particularly which are independent of 
the propofition which they are quoted to 
prove, is to fay no more than that Maiden 
is not Middlefek, nor Serjeant Comyns Mr. 
WilkesH 

Let us fee then how our proof ftands, Ex- 
pulfion creates incapfacity ; incapacity anni- 
hilates any votes given to the incapable per- 
fon. The votes given to the qualified can«

No, fays a- 
great orator,' Firft, fhew me your law for 
this proceeding. " Either produce me a fta- 
« tute, in which the fpecific difability of a 
'* clergjrman is created ; or, produce me a 
** precedent where a clergyman has been return- 
*' ed^ and another candidate ^ zvith an inferior 
*' number. of .votes ^ has been declared the fitting 
*^ member*^ No fiich ftatute, no fuch pre- 
cedent to ht found. What anfwer then is 
to be given to this demand ? The very fame 
anfwer which I will give to that of Junius : 
That there is more than one precedent in the 
proceedings of the houfe — '• — «' v/here an in- 
<* capable perfon has been returned, and ano- 
<' thercarididiate, with an inferior number of 
«* votes, Was "been declared the fitting mem- 
<« ber ; and that this is the lcn#wn and ef- 
** tablifhed law, in all cafeS of incapacity, 
<* from whatever caufe it may arifc." 

* I 9HALL now therefore beg leave to make 
a flight amendment to Junius's -ftate of the 

queftion 
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queftion, the afiirmative. of which will then 
ftand thus : 

" It is the known and eftablifhed law of 
** parliament, that theexpulfxonof anjr mem- 
** ber of the houfe of commons creates in 
" him an incapacity of being re-elefted 5 
*< that any votes given to him at a .fiibfe- 
<« quent election are, in confoquence of fuch 
^< incapacity^ null and void ^ and that any

But our bufinefs is not yet quite iinifhed.v

'>.rity of votes at. the next deftion, was re- 
" turned again. The friends of Mr. Taylor,

*< tally exa£Hy, except that our houfe of 
<< commons faved Mr. Luttrcll the trouble

Instead of examining the juftnefs of thb . 
feprefentation^ I ihall beg leave to c^pof^^ 
agatnft it mjr own view of thi& caie» in af 
plam a maonqr and as few uprds as I anie 

able. 

It was tbe Jqiown and eftabli|hed lafir of 
parliament^ when the charge againft iJ^m 
Walpole came before the houfe of comm^ns^ 
that they had power to expel^. to difiibk^and 
to render incapable for offibiices. In virML 
cf this power th^ expelled him* _; 

Had they^ in the vtrf vote of exfitlfioo^ 
adjudged him, in terms, to be incapat^ o£. 
being re^edled^ there muft have been a6 . 
otice an end with him. But though the right . 
^f the hbufe, both to expel, and adjudge m- . 
•eapdbk, was clear and indubitable, it does 
^not a{)t)earto me, that the full operatioii and 
tftft of s[ vote of expulfion fingJy wa» fo. 
The law in tbis .cafe had never beon ex- 
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pttfif tffchirtd. • There had been no event 
td call up fiich A decliraitidn. I trotible not 
niyfelf with the gFammatical meaning of the 
Irord ckpiATibii. 1 regard oftly its legal 
i&eanihg. This wks hot, as I think, |;re- 
eifely fixed. Thfe houfe thought proper 
to fijt It, and eiplfcitlj to declare the full 
cohfequence^ of thtir former rote, before they 
fuffered thefe corifequences to take effed. 
And in this proceeding theyafted upon the 
nioft liberal and fdid pHiiciples of equity^ 
jnftice and law. What then did the burgef. 
fes oF Lyriii coUea fforfi dia fecond vote ? 
Their fubfequeiitcohduft will tell us : It will 
with ccftalhty tell us, that they confidered it 
asdecifivfe againft Mk tValpole j it will alfo, 
wfth equal cerbtifltj^, tdl us, that, upon fup- 
pbfition that the law of eleftion ftood then, 
as it does itow, and that they knew it to ftand 
thus, they ittferi^ed, " that ak a-futurc ^lec- 
«« tion, ahd in call of a fimilar return, the' 
« houfe would receive the fame candidate, as 
«* duly elefted, whom they had before rejeft- 
« ed." Tiiey could infer nothing but this. 

It IS needlefs to repeat the circumftancc 
of diflimilarity in the prefent cafe. It will 
be fufficient to obferve, that as the law of 
jJarliament, upon which the houfe of com- 
mons 
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mons gwunded every ftep of their proceed- 
ings, was clear beyond the reach of doubt, 
fo neither could the freeholders of Middle- 
fcx be at a.lofs. to forefee what muft be the 
inevitable confcquence of their proceedings 
in oppofttion to it. For upon «very return 
of Mr, Wilkes, the houfe made enquiry, 
whether any votes were given to any other 
candidate f 

But I could venture, for the experiment's 
fake, even, to give this writer, the utmoft be 
afksj to allow the moll perfefl: fimilarity. 
throughout in thefe two cafes ; to allow, 
that the law of expulfion w^s quite as clear 
to the burgcfles of Lynn, as to the free- 
holders of Middlefex. It will, I am confi- 
dent, avail his caufe but little, . It will only, 
prove, that, the law of election at; that time 
was different from the preftnt Uw. It 
will prove, that, in all cafes of an incapable 
candidate returned, the law then was, that 
the whole eleftion Ihould be void. But now 
we know that this is not law. The cafes of 
Maiden and Bedford were, as has been feen, 
determined upon other and more juft princi- 
ples. And thefe determinations are, I ima- 
gine, admitted on all fides, to be law» 

I 
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I WOULD willingly draw a veil over the 
remaining part of this paper. It k aftonifh- 
ing) it is painful, to fee men of parts and 
ability, giving ihto the moil unworthy arti- 
fices, and defcending fo much below their 
true line of charaSer. But if they are not 
the dupes of their fophiftry, (v/hich is hard- 
ly to be conceived) let them confider that 
they are fomething much worfe. 

The deareft interefts of this country arie 
its laws and its conlHtution. Againft every 
attack upon thefe, there will, 1 hope, be al- 
ways found amongft us the firmeft fpirit of 
refijiance ; fuperior to the united efforts of 
fadlibn and ambition. For ambition, though 
it does not always take the lead of faftion, 
will be fure in the end to make the moft fa- 
tal advantage of it, and draw it to its own 
purpofes. Hut, ' I truft, our day of trial w 
yet far off; arid there is a fund of good fenfe in 
this country^ whish cannot long be deceived^ by 
the arts either of falfe reafoning or falfe pa- 
triotifm*

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*< duly elefted," and the clecftion itfelf va- 
cated, I dare fay he would be well fatisficd, 
if they were for ever blotted out of the jour- 
nals of the houfe of coitimcns. In. fair ar- 
gument, no part of a precedent fliould be ad- 
mitted, unlefs the whole of it be given to us 
together. I'he author has divided his pre- 
cedent, for he knew, that, taken together, it 
produced a confequence direclly the reverfe 
of that, which he endeavours to draw from i^ 
vote of expulfion. But what \yill this honeft 
perfon fty, if I take him at his'word, and'de- 
monftrate to him, that the houfe of commons 
never "nieafit to found Mr. Walpblc*s inca- 
pacity upoil his expulfion only ? Wh^t fub- 
rerfuge will then remain ? 

Let it be remembered thiit we are fpeald- 
ing of the intention of men, who lived more' 
than half a century ago, and that fuch iii- 
t^tiqu can. only be collected from th^>r woxds 
and adlions, as they are deli/ered to us upon- 
record.

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parliament. If they had intended to fix the 
difability upon his expulfion alone^ the tiiejir 
tion of his crimes in the fame vote wovilii 
have been highly improper..

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Such, however, is the precedent, whiifi 
my honeft friend afliires us is ftriflly in point 
to prove, that expulfion of itfelf creates an 
incapacity of being elected. Jf it hadb'een 
fo, the prefent houfe of commons ftiould at 
lea(t have followed ftricftly the example before 
them, and fliould have ttated to us, in the

I HAVE dwelt the longer upon the difcuf- 
fion of. this point, becaufe, in my opinion, 
it comprehends the whole queftion.

It is not inconfiftent to fuppofe that a man 
may be quite indifferent about one part.cf a 
charge, yet feverely ftung with another, and 
though he feels no remorfe, that he may.wifli 
to be revenged. The charge of infeniibility

AAieftuSj knowing his 
man, will not fufier the infinuation to be 
divided, but fixes it all upon the Duke of 
Bedford. 

Without [deterniining upon what evi- 
dencey«iif iu would cboofe to be cmdemnedy Iwill 
venture tb maintain, in opp<^tion to Mo^ 
d^f^ or to Mr; Rigby (who is certainly not 
ATod^his) or any other of the Bloomlbury 
gang, that die evidence againft the Duke of 
Bedford is as ftrong as any prefumptive evi- 
dence can be. It depends'upon a combination 
of faAs and reasoning, which require no con- 
firmation from the anecdote of the Duke of 
Marlborough. This anecdote was referred to 
met^ly to ihew how re^y a great man may 
be to receive a great bribe ; and if Modejius 
could read the original, he would fee that the 
expreffion, ^y n^ afcepted^ was probably the 
only one in our language that exaftly fitted- 
the cafe. The bribe, offered to the Duke of. 
Marlborough, was not refufed.
